‘Jane Langley was called to corroborate Mrs Shaw’s 
testimony, but wasnot allowed by the Court to testify. 

The testimony was all closed at half past 4 on Tuesday 
afternoon, and Rufus Choate Esq, Senior counsel for the 
prigener, began his argument for the defence. He com- 
menced with an eloquent address upon the probability there 
was come of the Jury might be influenced by a prejudice 
against the prisoner because he was an Irishman. He 
then treated of the kind of crime committed; - the indict- 
ment, to his surprise, called it murder; but if murder was 
not proved, the jury might denominate it manslaughter. 
The first question was, therefore, whether Riley had com- 
mitted murder—the second, whether it were not a justifi- 
able homicide. The counsel then ‘stated the difference 


homicide; manslaughter is homicide with provocation. 
What then, inquired the Counsel, is sufficient provzeation’? 
An assault with a blow is so, if followed by homicide be- 
fore the blood cools; the crime of Riley certainly was not 
murder. 

le was not manslaughter... It was not only justifiable, 
but called for by Riley’s situation. He was suddenly fall- 
en upon—he was stunned by a blow—he had a lame hand, 
and could fiot stmke; he was in the power of a muscular 
young man accustomed to affrays. You are not to consider, 
said the eloquent counsel to the jury, whether R ley was 
actually in danger; but if he had a right to suppose himecif 
in danger, he is justified. 

We cannot follow Mr Choate through his entire argu- 
ment. He closed at 9 o’clock on Tuesday'evening, and on 
Wednesday morning, Mr Austin began his argument for the 
government. 

He occupied about two hours, and then Judge Shaw 
charged the Jury impartially and Incidly—recapitulating 
the evidence, and stating the points of law. 

The Jury retired—were out only two minutea, and re- 
turned a verdict of Not Guiry. 

The prisoner, whose hand was raised, as is the customa- 
ry procedure, expressed his feelings by 2 nervous stroke of 
his hand upon the rail, which sou-ded through the Court 
house.
